Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
Is  A  Grass  Roots  Movement 


From  the  beginning  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  has  been  a 
grass  roots  movement.  Long  be¬ 
fore  1813  when  Luther  Rice  rode 
his  old  horse,  Columbus  on  his 
historic  missionary  journey,  wo¬ 
men  and  young  people  were  in¬ 
volved  in  missions. 

They  were  getting  together  to 
pray  for  the  lost  and  to  give  of 
their  money  to  send  preachers 
to  the  Indians.  Through  the 
years  God  worked  in  the  hearts 
of  Baptist  women,  stirring  them 
with  increasing  tempo  to  con¬ 
cern  for  lost  mankind. 

This  concern  finally  led  to  the 
realization  of  the  need  for ‘or¬ 
ganized  efforts  in  states. 

In  1888  the  rising  tide  of  mis¬ 
sion  interest  reached  such  pro¬ 
portions,  the  convention  organ¬ 
ization  came  into  being. 

State  Represented 
Mississippi  was  one  of  the  ten 
states  represented  in  the  group 
which  voted  to  organize  Worn- 
anjs  Missionary  Union,  SBC  as 
representatives  met  in  'the 
Broad  Street  Methodist  Church

Worship  In  Athens  On  Mars  Hill 

•ATHE.NS.  Greece — Our  group  of  Baptist  travelers  gath¬ 
ered  for  worship  e'arly  Sunday  morning,  June  7th,  on  one  of 
the  memorable  spots  in  Christian  history:  Mars  Hill. 

The  experience  .will  linger  with  each  one  of  us  as  long 
as  we  live.  ***'  - 

As  we  meditated  quietly'  ahd  privately,  the  sun  climbed 
up  past  the  ancient  ruin  on  the  Acropolis  a  hundred  yards 
away.  ' 

In  the  shadow  of  the  .Parthenon,  a  supreme  architectural 
masterpiece  2500  years  old,  we  re-read  the  account  in  Acts 
17  of  Paul’s  first  visit  to  .\thens. 

Rev.  James  Richardson  of^Leland  led  in  the  singing  of  a 
hymn.  Rev.  CliftonJ’erkins  of  West  Point  and  Rev.  Schuyler 
Batson  of  Oxford  led  in  the  prayers.  Each  member  of  the 
party  read  a  portion  of  Paul's  famous  speech  delivered  to 
the  Areopagus  in  that  area. 

We  took  an  offering,  in  keeping  with  Paul'.*!  actions 
along  the  route  of  his  third  missionary  journey,  which  in- 
,  eluded  Athens.  Like  Paul  we  plan  to  present  the  money  to 
the  Church  in  Jerusalem  when  we  arrive  there.  It''V'as  this 
writer's  privilege  to  bring  a  brief  message  to  the  group  based 
on  Paul's  experiences  among  the  Athenians. 

■’"On  Sunday.  June  14.  Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles  will  spCak 
to  the  group  as  we  worship  at  Jesus’  empty  tomb  in  Jeru¬ 
salem. 

Retracing  the  steps  rff  Paul,  our  group  of  Baptists  drove 
from  Athens  to  Corinth.  There  in  the  ruins  of  the  city  Paul 
knew,  we  saw  I  and  II  Corinthians  spring  to  new  life,  gc- 
counting  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  brethren  who 
once  walked  there  beside  the  Aegean  and  Ionian  Seas,  we 
felt  a  new  sense  of  kinship  to  the  brethren  of  old. 

The  preachers  took  turns  being  photographed  on  the 
Forum  and  Bema  where  Paul  preached  to  the  Corinthians. 
And  while  all  of  this  was  going  on,  the  laymen  in  the  crowd— 
probably  true  to  the  historical  pattern— kept  up  a  running 
comm^tary  the  situation!

We  have  found  here  a  degree  of  religious  liberty  not  ac¬ 
corded  Baptists  alsewhere  in  the  Middle  East.  > 

Half  of  the  nation's  one  and  a  half  ‘Mihlon  people  are 
Christians.  The.majority  are  Marionite  Catholics.  Presbyter¬ 
ians  are  the  largest  Protestant  group.  They  established  the 
influential  'American  University  in  Beirut  nearly  a  hundred 
years  ago.  ,

Kennedy  Introduced  the 
bill  (S.  1527)  at  the  request'  of 
Msgr.  William  R.  Hunter,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  seminary,  who  prais¬ 
ed  the  nuns’  work. 


A  littte  Baptist  group  developed  in  the  neiwby  village  of 
Kcfr  Mishkey.  During  the  years  of  persecution  there  were 
no  missionaries,  but  the  Baptists  continued  to  witness  thru 
the  bloody  riots  wijich  followed  World  War  I.  During  those 
days  the  church  at  Kefr  .Mishkey  included  merchants  and 
peasants,  a  rabjbl.  a  Druze,  a  Moslem,  a  distinguished  law- 
yer^  a  blind  peddler,  men,  women,  and  young  people. 

In  the  1920's  Southern  Baptists  began  assisting  one  of  the 
National  pastors.  In  1948  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Finlay  Graham  n^ov- 
cd  to  Beirut.  Today  there  are  three  Baptist  churches  with 
100  members  in  this  thriving  city. 

The  Beirut  Church  has  an  attractive  modernistic  build¬ 
ing.  a  school  with  285  energetic  students  and  excellent  quar¬ 
ters  for  the  missionary  personnel.  When  ihe  church  was 
dedicated  the  President  of  the  country,  Camille  Shamovn 
was  present. 

.  ,  •?*'-,Charlef  Malik,  Ihe  I^baoon  delegate  to  the  United 
Nations  and  current  president  of  the  UN  General  Assemblv, 
has  been  a  friend  to  Baptists  here. 

We  talked  with  Elias  Saleeby,  the  pastor  of  the  Beirut 
Church.  M.  F.  Rayburn,  of  Meridian,  one  of  the  seven  lay¬ 
men  in  our  party  and  the  president  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  was  lined  up  with  Rev.  Saleeby  and  prompt¬ 
ly  “shot  ’  by  three  dozen  trigger-happy  photographers. 

Ted  Boushy,  who  formerly  taught  at  William  Carev  Col- 
Icge.  Hattiesburg,  is  a  native  of  l-ebanon.  Members  of  his 
family  have  been  active  Baptists  for  years.

Ten  miles  southwest  of  the  city  on  Jerusalem-Danias- 
cus  road  is  the  place  of  Paul’s  vision.  We  visited  the  plaFe 
where  he  spent  three  days  in  the  house  of  Judas  on  the  west 
end  of  that  long  “Street  called  Straight”.  Then  we  stood  In 
the  house  of  Ananias  and  looked  at  the  Roman  gatd  where  he 
was  lowered  to  the  ground  and  hustled  out  of  town. 

Some  of  us  wondered  how  he  could  ever  find  his  way  a- 
round  the  city,  with  his  eyes  open,  much  less  blinded.  • 

Here  In  the  noisy,  fascinating,  acarey,  alien  .setting,  we 
BaptisU  acknowledged  a  debt  to  faithful  Christians  who  have 
the  way  of  valiant  aervice  to  Christ. 

We  were  scheduled  to  drive  by  automobiles  to  the  south 
Into  the  Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan.  But  tome  shooting 
around  these  parts  has  closed  that  border  and  the  Syrians  and 
the  Jordanians  are  up  in  arms  a  bit. 

So,  we  win  drive  back  to  Beirut  and  fly  to  Jerusalem  in¬ 
stead. 

This  is  the  moat  easterly  point'  of  our  travels.  From  here 
we  move  south  to  the  Holy  <?ity.  I  hope  to  have  a  report  from 
there  for  you  next  week. 

Meanwhile,  we  aaw  in  Damascus  $  truck  loaded  with 
bales  Of  cotton  today  and  our  thoughts  turned  homeward, 
as  ttiey  often  do.  io  prayers  of  thanksgiving  for  our  families!

Jehoshaphat  begins  a  reign  in 
bis  father’s  room  in  914  B.  C., 
bringing  o  u  r 

throne,  and  he  reigned  twenty- 
five  years  In  Jepisalem.  Asa, 
the  good  king  had  accomplish¬ 
ed  much  that  was  very  muph 
worth  while  for  his  small  king¬ 
dom.  He  had  built  a  quite 
considerable  army,  both  in 
size  and  disciplined  strength, 
had  strengthened  and  addition¬ 
ally  fortified  his  walled  cities, 
Tiad  encouraged  hi,  people  in 
the  worship  of  Jehovah,  God  of 
Israel,  and  had  built  prosperity 
into  the  body  of  his  monarchy. 
But  Asa  marred  an  otherwise 
almost  perfect  reign  by  making 
a  treaty  with  Ben-bad-dad  king 
of  Syria,  with  capitol  in  Damas¬ 
cus,  against  Baasha,  king  of  Is¬ 
rael,  and  this  action  met  the 
disapproval  of  Jehovah’s  prop¬ 
het,  who  would  have  Asa  de¬ 
pend  for  help  wholly  upon  the 
Lord  Jehovah. 

Taken  by  and  large,  Jehosha- 
pbat’s  wgs  a  rich  inheritance. 
His  was  a  prosperous  kingdom, 
and  his  a  sense  of  spiritual  val¬ 
ues.  But  his  human  proneness 
to  error  showed  in  a  number  of

sage  that  our  world  more  desperately  nee^.  God  loves  Us.  “God 
'  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son.  that 
'  whosoever  believeth  in  Him,  should  not  perish  but  have  ever¬ 
lasting  life.” 

He  Loved  First 

In  the  First  Epistle  of  John  we  read:  “We  love  Him  becjiuse 
I  He  first  loved  us,”  and  “Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought 
I  also  to  love  one  another.” 

I  Today,  it  seems,  society  does  not  seem  to  care  what  happens 
to  an  individual.

WASHINGTON  —  The  Senate  Internal  Security  subcom¬ 
mittee  released  testimony  recently  that  Soviet  churches  were 
under  control  of  the  secret  police,  and  that  many  priests- 
were  secret  agents. 

Senator  James  O.  Eastland  (D.,  Miss.)  who  is  subconlmittee 
chairman,  said  in  a  statement  the  testimony  established  that 
Metropolitan  Nikolai,  foreign  affairs  secretary  of  the  Russian 
Orthodox  church,  was  an  agent  of  the  Soviet  secret  police.  The 
testimony  jvas  given  by  Peter  S.  DeriahTbn,  describeij  J)y.the 
committee  as  a  former  secret  police  officer  who  was  attached 
to  the  Soviet  embassy  in  Vienna  when  he  defected  to  the  ’Rest' 
in  10S4. 

He  testified  at  a  closetf  session  last  May  5.  The  witness  said 
that  when  Soviet  leaders  saw  in  1937  that  the  policy  of  closing 
churches  and  exiling  priests,  would  not  work,  the  Communist 
government  began  requiring  priests  to  be  agents.
